From HIS viewpoint it IS un- 
fair. It punctures the pretense of 
the fascist elements. And we sup- 
pose it would be equally “unfair” 
to call attention to the fact that 

the “bombings” now being pulled 
off damage only the strike. And 
who, pray tell me, does THAT 
help? 

History proves such violence is 
deliberately planed by employers. 
When President Cleveland sent 

_ federal troops to Chicago in 1894, 
to smash the railway strike and 
jail Gene Debs, he used the ex- 
cuse that a lot of boxcars were 
burned—allegedly by strikers. 

But the fact was that company 
detectives set them afire, and the 
company collected big insurance 
on them—and got the strike brok- 
en besides. 

Strikes in the American Wool- 
en Company mills of Massachu- 
setts about 1912 brought a series 

‘of dynamitings, for which strik- 
ers were blamed. But afterward, 
when faced with irrefutable proof, 
Mr. Wood, company executive, 
confessed and committed suicide. 
An excellent example that Tom 
Girdler of Republic Steel might 
well follow. 

Then the San Francisco bomb 
of 1916, which has sent Tom 
Mooney to San Quentin and 
keeps him there regardless of his 
proven innocence. That stopped 
Mooney from organizing the 

Market Street Railway workers.

KIDS DROWNED 
AS FASCISTS 
SINK VESSEL 


Basque Refugees Target 
of Guns As Bilbao 


Readies Defense 


HENDAYE, France, Satur- 


Hitler invaders last night 
sank a Basque refugee ship, 
drowning hundreds of women 
and children, the Basque delega- 


tion at Bayonne announced. 


At the same time they said the 
new Basque Defense Junta 
mobilizing all Bilbao’s forces for a 
fight to the finish against the fas- 
cists. 

The ship sunk was one of four 
attacked by the fascists as they 
carried refugees from Bilbao to 
Santander. The other three were 
reported captured. 

Tons of* bombs were dropped all 
over the area by fascist planes 
and huge Nazi guns. Thou- 
sands of shells were showered 
especially on the region just west 
of Bilbao in an attempt to stop 
evacuation of civilians fleeing from 
the fascist murderers. — 

Horrible massacres along the 
Santander road by fascist planes 
were reported. Torn bodies of 
‘women and children, were strewn 
for miles around, 

The fascists methodically ma- 
neuvered to surround the city, but 
everywhere were meeting up with 
staunch resistance of men defend- 
ing their homes and their liberty 
from the fascist invaders. 

Emergency headquarters of the 
Basque Government were shifted to 
a nearby town, and the military de- 
fense placed entirely in the hands 
of a committee composed of General 
Gamir Uribarri, chief defense com- 
mander; Jesus Leizaola, Minister of 
Justice; Santiago Agnar, Minister of 
Industry; and Juan de Astigarrabia, 
Minister of Public Works. 


FORTIFY ENTIRE AREA 


The defense junta is fortifying 
not only the city proper, mainly in 
the wéstern heights, but also all the 
country west of Bilbao.

Will be the long arc downward from 
the Pole to the North American 
continent, a distance of 1,200 miles 
of unchartered ice-cap over which 
Arctic storms swirl during every 
season of the year. There is not a 
charted island over this stretch and 
the Polar cap reaches down to 
within about 300 miles of the Alaska 
coast. 

The plane is carrying the iden- 
tification letters and num 
“URSS-N-025.” It is equipped with 
two way radio apparatus. 

If the plane keeps its schedule, 
it was expected to be over Point 
Barrow before midnight, Pacific 
time (4 a. m. New York time). 

At Point Barrow—the place where 
Wiléy Post and Will Rogers lost 
their lives in an air crash in 1935— 
and at Fairbanks, Alaska, radio 
stations were ordered to broadcast

The crux of the problems facing 
librarians is contained in the type 
of the trusteeship. In New York, for 
example, no workers, intellectuals, 
artists, writers, are on the Board 
of Trustees. 

The sort of people who study, who 
make and understand books, are not 
ropresented. The trustees are bank- 
ers, millionaires—all wealthy men, 
not representatives cf the people 
who go to the libraries for books 
and whose children flock into the 
branch librariés. 

These matters should be con- 
tained in the program of the com- 
ing convention. The public should

© The loopholes in the tax system need 


plugging. 


That is what Mr. Morgenthau, Secretary 


_ of the Treasury, told a Congressional Com- 


mittee yesterday. 

The richer a man is, he explained, the 
easier can he chisel on his income tax pay- 
ments.

All this is to the good. It is about time 
the heat was put under the “best people” 
who not only live off the plunder they get 

from the people, but cheat in order to pro-

® The diplomatic deeds of the Tory Cham- 
berlain government belie its words. We have 
reference to the flood of anti-Soviet rumors 
unloosed to create an atmosphere of the 
“weakening” of the U.S.S.R., contrasted to 
the Foreign Office maneuvers which go to prove that 
the London reactionaries fear a strengthening of the 
Soviet Union after the drastic clean-up of Nazi spies 
and Trotzkyite saboteurs. 
The controlling policy of British imperialism in 
Europe is the “balance of power” on the continent. 
‘The classical expression of that 
- Policy is to play Germany against 
- France, and vice-versa, to pre- 
_ yent the rise of either one as the 
_ @ominant power of Europe. 
- With the advent of Hitler, ‘the 
British Tories, fearing the 
- FPranco-Soviet mutual assistance 
- was making France and the 
Soviet Union too strong as the 
' arbiters of world peace, connived 
with German Fascism and en- 
couraged Hitler’s rearmament 


scheme. When Nazi military power had exceeded 


what the British considered “safe,” in view of the 
Rome-Berlin axis and Britain’s defeat in Mussolini's 
Ethiopian adventure, the patronizing of Hitler reached 
a low point. Such was the state of affairs.at the time 
of the abdication of Edward and up to the tdeeaner 
of Stanley Baldwin as Premier.

When Neville Chamberlain stepped into the Pre- 
miership it was at a moment when Nazi and Italian 
Fascist prestige was extremely low on account of 
growing mass discontent in both countries, plus their 
crushing defeat in Spain, and the devastating ex- 
posure of the myth of Fascist military grandeur. 

In fact, matters had reached such a pass that 
German military leaders openly ridiculed the military 
prowess of their Italian allies. And the general staffs 


of all capitalist armies had to revise downward their 


estimate of the Fascist military machines and its 
combative effectiveness. Not the slightest doubt about 
these facts existed throughout the world up to the 
time the Nazi spy nest was smashed in the Red Army. 


Then came an incisive change of attack. As Rich- 
ard Wilmer Rowan, in his book, “The Story of Secret 
Service,” points out, the defeat of the spy system of 
one army by another in peace time is in the nature 
of a major operation with the consequences of a de- 
feat equal to that of a decisive battle for the power 
whose spy system has been adversely affected. The 
destruction of the top spy agents of German Fascism 
in the Red Army, and, what is more, the elimination 
of those. Trotzkyite cadres and their White Guard 
and other allies on whom the Nazis counted for 
diversive actions behind the Soviet lines in the event 
of war, added to the crushing blow to deflated Fascist 
military prestige. It weakened German Fascism’s war 
prospects against the U. S. S. R. to the greatest de- 
gree of its history. The Nazis could never again hope 
to reconstruct so intricate a spy apparatus in the Red 
Army, or to re-establish such valuable contacts it had 
with Trotzkyites in the U. 8.
